SUBJECT: Unaccountable Redskin Tickets 


1. The Redskin Ticket Drawing was held by the EAA office during 
the period 15 June to 18 June 1981. 

2. Procedures for the drawing called for the winners to report

3. At the completion of the drawing it was discovered that ten 
tickets were unaccounted for. Subsequently, our deposit slips from the 

| revealed that a clerical error had been made on 
17 June and that 592 tickets were sold that day instead of 584 as indicated 
by our records. This accounted for eight of the ten unaccountable tickets. 
A subsequent review of all of the daily work has failed to surface what 
became of the remaining two tickets.
